OAKLAND WATER. 

The city council of Oakland has decided 
to contimiu t.hes present water rated, which 
average ahoub a cent a slab, A slab, hh 
iletined for the purpose of the ordinance, 
is a pieeo of water three feet long, two 
foot wide, six inches thick and o£ the 
Btaudard consistency, which is a ]iulu 
tinner than that of oatmeal mush, and 
not unite ho firm ns that of calvo'a foot 
jolly. In former years— up to 1884 — Oak- 
land water was paid for by the roll, but 
the present system is simpler, for thu 
liquid has to be measured in thu slab, as 
now, before rolling. ' An effort was made 
this year to Blibstitute the coil 
as the unit of quantity — all con 
sinners to use tliree-quurtor-inch 
faucets, tind a coil ti> he as much of thu 
OUtpuahafl could be wound upon a re*l of 
stated dimensions. The notion was aban- 
doned on account of tho liability of the 
health-giving fluid to disruption. In cer- 
tain states of the weather it parts like a 
rotten liawsor, and at other times it is 
brittle and snaps when bent. But it is 
found that after being pulled out of the 
pipes by an ingenious appliance which the 
company sells for that purpose, it will 
sufficiently deliquesce to lake the shape 
of thu containing vessel— a process 
called slabbing, the vessel being 
comntoitly of such shape and 
dimensions as to enable the 
consumer U> measure the water, and 
check the coi..J;ti;iy's meter. A careful 
analysis of Oakland water last week 
showed 160 parts <>f this crystal beverage 
to contain: Sweet spirits of cow p asture, 
1; essential of sainted cat, ottar of 
skunk, 0: tincture of latchkey, 8; Moxie,

TlHkerutg a Rotten Old Ship for Jubilee Week. 

LONDON, March 15. — Tho admiralty 
authorities seem to be incorrigible. Some 
tLu^e ago it was announced that tho 
Northumberland, which had been lying 
up for two or throe years, and might as 
well have been condemned at the be- 
ginning, was to be brought forward for 
another commission. The estimate for 
necessary work was 8250,000. Now, 
however, it is announced that only 8Ll!0,- 
iHM) is to be spent on her. If there is any 
meaning in this, it means thai, this utterly 
obsolete ship is not even to be put into a 
necessary stale of efficiency, nor active 
service, but it is to be just tinkered 
enough to make a show on paper and pass 
muster for a few months among thu 
phantom ships of tho Channel squadron. 
For any practical result, the $ I f>0,000 
might as well have been sunk in Ply- 
mouth Bound. 

SNOWED UP. 

The east-hound passenger train on the 
Central 1'acitic railroad was detained 
several days at Colfax by the snow. On 
the train were John Mackay and W. J. 
Westerliold. Word was sent from San 
fj'ranciico for the snowplows to bo sent 
forward. Nevada party wanted to 

go through with the plows, but wore not 
allowed to do so, as that was against 
orders. Mr. Mackay then sent, to San' 
PrunciBco offering $11,000 to be allowed to 
go with" his party with the snowplows. 
The oiler was accepted tind word was 
wired back from tho 0. P. office for tho 
engineer to take the parly and turn the 
.•J1.000 over to the railroad hotel at Colfax 
U> lie devoted to feeding the needy pas- 
sengers snowed in there. 

Mr, Mackay and the party before part- 
ing established themselves as a committee 
and soon hunted up the passengers there 
who were in need of assistance. They 
were all housed and free grub provided 
for al least, ten days. One poor woman 
on the train, a Mrs. Matthews with two 
children, bound for Omaha, was wanting 
for the necessaries of life when the party 
went through the train. She had never 
mentioned her condition to any of the 
passengers, and her two children were 
really suffering from hunger. Senators 
Westorfield and W illiams gave the woman 
$20 apiece, and Black Wallace purchased 
clothes for the children. Mackay found 
three ether poor women 011 the train and 
gave them 8100 each. The recipients of 
tho charity cried like children, and the 
scenes on tho train are described as very 
affecting. 

OFFICIAL COIUIUPTIOS. 

v Big mil Presented to the Common Council 
of London. 

London, March 15.- No revelations and 
110 criticisms seem to be able to conquer 
tho ineradicable corruption of this city. 
At the last mooting of the common council 
accounts were presented of the expendi- 
ture of laying the memorial stone of the 
tower bridge by the Prince of Walts in 
June lust. Though there was no eating 
and drinking, the amount Bpent was close 
on to ^16,000, of which 810.000 was 
spent in tho erecting and lifting up of tho 
pavilion, #1 ,000 on the cards of invita- 
tion, and $2,000 on the (towel given to 
the prince and on tho budges of tltu com- 
mittee. The oiiriifur'way in which the 
cost of tho committee's badges and the 
gift lo tho prince are mixed up is es- 
pecially worthy of imitation by those 
who taku a delight in hoodwinking tho 
public.

anil the unusual doptll of snow. Old 
timers always referred to fonner years as 
"high water marks," but this year eclipses 
all previous records. Tho severe weather 
started in sooit after the holidays. From 
January (i to 1 1 the degree of cold weath- 
er was something frightful. Mercury 
thermometers were often congealed anil 
spirit thermometers Were kept busy jump- 
ing from forty to sixty below zero. Half 
a dozen times has the sixty notch been 
touched, and once this season (>2J> below 
zero has been scored on the Saskatchewan 
plains. But the authorities in weather in 
this country are the Indians. Thu oldeBU 
members of the Crow tribe say there have 
been few such winters as tho present since 
they settled in the Yellowstone valley. 
This year the snowfall is unprecedented; 
In some localities it is anywhere from ten 
to fifty feet deep. ( )n the level, through- 
out the National park and elsewhere, it is 
from eight to twelve feet deep, and oil the 
dead level prairie from eighteen to forty 
inches. 

KXTIlAORDINAJtY HNOWFLATCBS. 

Curious phenomena some times attend 
a snowfall. Near Matt Coleman's ranch, 
January 28th, the Hakes were tremendous 
in size. Some Hakes measured fifteen 
inches Bquaro, and eight inches thick. For 
miles the ground was covered with such 
bunches and. they made a remarkable 
spectacle while falling. A mail carrier 
was caught in the same storm and verifies 
it. The Northern Pacilic double-header 
snow-plows are slill bucking drifts east 
of here all the way from six to forty feet 
deep. 

Already this winter a number of deaths 
from cold have occurred in Dakota! Not 
lung since Charles Schroder, living near 
Valley City, started from his house for one 
1100 feet distant. A blizzard was blowing 
and tho thermometer registered 36° below. 
Not leaching home Iuh family and neigh- 
bors turned out with lanterns, followed 
his tracks in tho snow all night, and found 
where ho had lain down in the straw stack 
and then gone on. The next day the 
body was found twelve miles away on thu 
prairie, lying on its faoo, where be bad 



In the mining regions west 'of here ter- 
rible freezings have occurred, but fortun- 
ately with little loss of life. Tom Wil- 
liams, a shoopherder near Mossgale 
Springs, idxmt 00 years old, was discover- 
ed lying face downwards in the snow.

' The Indians seem to have caught it 
harder than any other human creatures in 
the country. From seventy the number 
was reduced to fifty-one by starvation, 
when white men hunted them up and 
brought relief. Four feet of "beautiful 
snow" prevented hunting game, and many 
died from cold and hunger. During the 
latter part of January fifty lodges of Crow 
Indians, camped on Clark's Fork, came 
near dying. Many did perish, but thu 
majority managed to sustain life by eating 
the cattle that died in the snow-drifts. 

1 1 is almost impossible so say what 
damage lias occurred with stock and cat- 
lie. As a rule, horses and mules have 
done well, 3*nt cattle and sheep have been 
more than ileciniated. Some authorities 
say I lie sheep industry is nearly wiped 
out, except w here shelter and fond were 
provided, It is hard to get news from 
remote ranges, aj the country is still 
blockaded and locomotion is impossible 
except oil Bpowshocs. Twelve hundred 
out of 1600 sheep were lost in <mo locality, 
ami flic survivors were so badly mutilated 
by coyotes and wolves that many died. 
Some sheepmen in western Montana have 
lost entire herds. There is no doubt the 
cattle industry has received a serious 
bb.w. Two weeks ago Benton stockmen 
ijuit figuring losses, feeling thankful if 
cattle enough were left to start anew iu 
the spring. Conservative judges then 
placed the losses at 25 per cent. Reliable 
men have stated 'lb ami 50 per cent, to he 
their estimate; while others, just as re- 
liable, say 20 will coverall. Mr. Marney, 
the editor of the Stuck Growers' Journal, 
who is continually receiving advices, says 
15 per cent, will cover the loss on cattle. 
nothinu inn horns visible. 
It is simply impossible yet to predict 
with certainty. Long lines of cattle have 
been drifting into the Missouri river, and 
hereabouts many hundreds have perished 
in water holes. A man who lias just come 
into Fallings says that he counted 200 
trad animals on the road in four days, 
nnd does not know how many more were 
in the bush. Parties from the Bull 
mountains report numerous dead cattle 
tean. Many are buried in snow standing 
op, nothing but the horns visible. One 
animal was fully exposed standing against 
a rock, frozen still'. Another cowboy saw 
forty-live dead catt le in one coulee. 

In the upper Missouri country hay is 
worth 870 a ton, more than the full value 
of steers, and it does not pay to feed. 
Near Benton some cattle were seen to 
stand in the snow with freezing legs. 
Others were literally frozen in their 
track h.

The Coercion Ulil. 

In the house of commons this evening 
the debate on 11 motion for urgency for 
thu coercion bill was resumed by Glad- 
stone, who referred to the unprecedented 
position of the house, w hich bad already 
uat two months, during which, he said, 
its independent initiative had been sup- 
pressed. Fven now tho conservatives are 
exultant over the prospects of passing the 
motion, forcing the bouse to an absolute 
surrender of its wholn time until a hill of 
an extremely severe character has been 
carried. Tho house is threatened 
with a frequent application of the cloture 
if the debate is prolonged, No greater 
calamity could befall the house than this 
sort of pressure which would by authority 
of the chair bring tho procedure rules in- 
to disrepute, lie had seen more parlia- 
mentary life than any other man in the 
house, but ho hud never known of so 
grave a state of afiuirs. This was 
duo to an extreme abuse of power 
by the majority, which, if persisted 
in would leave behind a sense of intoler- 
able wrong. The yoke thus put on the 
neck of the house would not be borne 
patiently. The condition of affairs was 
very different from that when tho coercion 
bill of '81 passed. There was no indica- 
tion of the nature of the measures proposed 
by the government. Heretofore in asking 
special legislation in dealing with crime in 
Ireland ministers found that the terrible 
prevalence of crime threatened social 
order. Was that the case now I The 
house had been told that the number of 
agrarian offenses prior to the passjige of 
the foresters' coercion act acceded t,ho 
highest number since. Crime then was, 
however, of a different character from 
tliat which tho government now sought 
to chock. The present crime consisted in 
combining to secure a certain reduction. 
(Irish cheers.) Even the evidence which 
the government put befoie the house 
showed that this crime was restricted to 
demands for a just abatement of rent. 
Never had any former coercion act heen 
resisted by a majority of the member* 
from Ireland. (Cheers.) Now there was a 
protest against coercion from an over- 
whelming majority of tho Irish members. 
(Cheers.) Had the government any just 
claim for demanding coercion or urgency 
for a new repressive measure after ap- 
pointing a commission to examine on the 
spot the rent question and the evils 
arising from the land lawsf The government 
111 now putting aside the recommendation 
of -the commission which asked parliament 
for increased power, make laws more 
offensive to the general sense of the Irish 
people. (Cheers.) General B idler's evi- 
dence proved that tenants not paying rent 
were anxious to pay; that there was no 
general movement against the payment of 
rent, but a combined effort to obtain fair 
rents. The Irisli people nptly follow the 
example constantly set by others to see 
rt hat they could make out of exclusive 
dealings. (CheersJ) The government had 
contracts which should not be broken 
yet. Balfour, while preaching the 
doctrine of the sanctity of contracts, was 
going to introduce a bill breaking 
lease-hold contracts adjusted under the 
land act of 1882, just as judicial rents 
were. It was not to vindicate the sanctity 
of contracts, nor to suppress a wido-sp.reiid 
outbreak of the Irish that the government 
is now demanding coercion for Ireland. 
Of wdiatever nature the government mea- 
sure should turn out to be it is the duty 
of liberals, whethor in thu minority or 
majority, to refuse urgency. Ho trusted 
the people of England would see the 
liberals united in opposing this alleged 
measure to the last stage, and that the 
liberal' members would deal out that jus- 
tice to the government which is striking a 
blow at the life and happiness of Ireland 
and at. the prosperity, contentment and 
unity of the Irish people. 

Gladstone's denunciation of the " use 
of the clotwe on certain debates 
011 an urgency motion ami the coercion 
bill forced the government to reconsider 
tho matter. The ministry decided to 
permit a prolongation of the discussion, 
but will insist that the house forego its 
Faster vacation. Thu coercion bill will 
be passed before the holidays. A section 
of the Gladstouian party are discontented 
with a half veiled approval. of the "plan 
of campaign." The English homo rulers 
and I'arnellites are delighted with 

the speech of Balfour, introducing 
the coercion bill, and will respond to 
Gladstone's challenge to the government 
to state what crime there is that justifies 
the option of tho measure. The Dublin 
executive prepared a statement designed 
to assist Balfour in proving that the 
"Plan of Campaign" has been directed 
against thu tradesmen who are creditors 
to farmers belonging to tho national 
league. Tho Parnelntea will maintain 
that the plan is strictly confined to ar- 
rangements respecting rent. 

In response to a circular asking their 
views on the subject, the Irish Wesleyan 
ministers, with six excuptions, replied 
that they opposed homo rule.

THE C. P. R. 



The Canadian Pacifio Railway has had 
to contend during its first winter with a 
series of snowfalls and sudden changes m 
temperature unequalled in the history 
of the country. The Northern Pacific, 
we think, met with the same fate during 
the first winter it was in working order. 
The Canadian transcontinental lino has 
encountered- at its outset one of the 
most trying tests it will ever lie called 
upon to stand, and it would be unfair to 
predict that next winter a similar state of 
things would occur. The | robabilities are 
that the next season will be a line, open 
one; just such as we are accustomed to, 
and that delays will not extend over two 
orthreb days at the most. It must be re- 
niembered that this was an exceptionally 
severe winter all over the continent, and 
that every railway, as well in the United 
States as Canada, suffered days and weeks 
'of detention. It must he conceded that 
herculean efforts were put forth bv 
the C. P. R. officials to keep the 
line open, out as soon as the road 
was clear another and successive slides oc- 
curred to block it. They had "hard 
luck," but spared no pains to meet their 
engagements with the public. A vast' 
sum of money was spent on the track in 
British Columbia alone, arid no stone was 
left unturned to rush the opening of the 
rofld. Critics there were not a few in this 
•city who are always able to announce at a 
safe distance what should be done, for- 
getting t'mt it was as much the interest 
of the officials of the road in British 
Columbia to keep tho railway open as of 
those who Buffered annoyance through the 
irregularity of mail or freight service. 
Now that the road is again clear wo may 
expect to have no further interruptions, 
though the April thaw may possibly pre- 
cipitate further slides. At all events we 
may rest assured that no such long delay 
as wo have jusPsullered will occur again 
this year.

The sale of the collection of works 
of art owned by the late A. T. .Stewart, 
commenced yesterday at Chickeririg Hall. 
Every seat in the house was filled with 
well-known bankers and merchants and 
society women. Tho prices received were 
fair. According to the statements of dea- 
lers who were present there were a num- 
ber of pictures which went at sacriticos. 
This was especially so in the case of the 
picture painted by 0, Sehussle, of Phila- 
delphia, entitled "Washington Irving and 
His Friends." This cost A. T. Stewart 
38,000, and it was sold for §1,850. Among 
the more notable sales wore "The Con- 
fab," by Eastman .Johnson of New York, 
for 81,025 to M. O. Polk; "Papa's Com- 
ing," by Thomas Faed, to J. S. Kennedy 
for S'2, 100. Tho "Chariot Race," by dean 
Leon Gerome of Paris, attracted con- 
siderable attention. This was one of the 
most valuable paintings in tho Stewart 
collection, and was painted expressly for 
Stewart by the famous French artist, at a 
cost of !S:)0,000. Tho first bid was for 
$5,000 and it was at last purchased by 
Henry Hilton for 87,100. "Charity," 
bv Meissonier, a notable painting, for 
which Mr. Stewart paid §20,000, was 
Started at $10,000, and was bought, by 
Henry Hilton for $10,500. "Hamlet anil 
Ophelia," by Hughes Melle, was bought 
by Knoedle'r ,t Co. for §2,100. "Blind 
Man's Buff," by Baugniet, was purchased 
by Henry Hilton for §2,800.

Thb question was recently presented to 
the attorney-general at Washington as to 
whether the secretary of the treasury had 
the power to remit the forfeiture of tho 
schooner San Diego, her tackle, apparel 
and furniture, by virtue of the sentence 
of condemnation announced against said 
sel, etc., on the -1th of October, 1880, 
in the ease of the United States vs. L. N. 
Handy and schooner San Diego, by the 
I rhited States district court for tho district 
of Alaska, under section 195(1 of the re- 
vised statutes, for being engaged in killing 
fur seals. Another question presented 
was as to whether such power of remission 
resides in the secretary of the treasury 
under section 1958, revised statutes, or 
the fifth paragraph of section 5293, revised 
statutes, or any other statute of the 
I'nited States. The attorney-general has 
given an opinion wii the subject in which 
lie says that so far as section 1908 is 
concerned it is quite clear that it 
gives the secretary no authority U> 
remit the forfeiture oj tho vessel 
for being engaged in ^the killing 
of fur seals an offense, which he says has no 
connection with the revenue or navigation 
laws of the United States. He says: "It 
would Beeni impossible to hold that the 
forfeiture, which was not incurred by rea- 
son of any action in either of the St, Paul 
and St. George Islands is within the pow- 
er of remission conferred on the secretary 
of the treasury by tho fifth ^paragraph of 
section 5,291) which provides that the sec- 
retary of the treasury may exercise that 
power, if hi finds the penalty of forfeiture 
was imposed by virtue of any provisions 
of law relating to the fur seals on the 
islands of St. Paul and St. George. It 
only remains for me to say that my in- 
vestigations have not led me to any legis- 
lation under which you (the secretary of 
tho treasury) could remit, the forfeiture in 
question." 

FAST TIME ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 

The Ktruria, which has had to its cre- 
dit the fastest time from Queenstown to 
New York, has beaten itself on the trip 
which elided at New York this morning. 
The older record, made in August, 1S85, 
was <i days li hours 44 minutes; tho new 
record is 5 days 23 hours. If, as has 
been the rule, the time was computed 
from Roche's Point to the bar oil' Sandy 
Hook (with allowance fur difference of 
time), the distance covered was .'(,250 
statute miles. This gives an average of 
22.715 miles an hour, tho equivalent of 
19.5.S knots. ( )f course there were hours 
when this average Was exceeded, and the 
log of l,)ie steamer will, therefore, be pe- 
culiarly interesting. The Etruria, in 
June, lHHfi, made 481 miles in 24 hours, 
on a trip westward, the greatest 24-hour 
run on record, Rut this, if will beacon 
shows a lower hourly average than that 
just scored.

A letter from Portland to the Jiart Ore- 
gonUm (l'ondloton) contains thu following 
toil report of a conversation with Mr. Henry 
En} Roaunor, <>f tho 1'oHtul tolob'niph, on tele-, 
graph matters: . . fii i 

"la it the intention of the company to 
duplicate the Western CJiiijw lines to any 
extent no far as minor poults are oonoorn- 
.... od ?" Wits naked. 

"We shall touch all important points. 
Our system in the east is already an ux- 
tonsiwe-ono. YYu shall not build lines |tu 
sniiill places oil main routes. The Wost- 
' ern' Union operates thousands of miles 
j of line that would not have been built hut, 
for the railroads. Ours is strictly a tele- 
graph company, and \vu shall build lines 
only when it will pay to do so." 

"Then t.hu statement, coming from San 
Francisco that your poles are funee rails, 
not fourteen inches in the ground, and 
that thoy fell dawn faster than your men 
could Bet them up, is hot wholly true f"' 

"The alisurdness of this statement," 
said Mr. Rosonor, "can only bo under- 
stood by those who know how the 1'ostal 
linos compare with the Western Union. 
In the first place, the wire we used is No. 
fl, which is three sizes larger than any Oil 
the const, The poles which these wires 
are stretched on wo - e got out under the 
supervision of experienced men, and 
strength and durability are special fea- 
tures. Instead of being fourteen inches 
in the ground they are live feet. Wo 
have stretched two No. (i wires between 
San Francisco and New Westminster, B. 
C. , and are now engaged in putting up 
two more copper wires. All our wires in 
the oast are copper wire system.'' 

"What is the prospect of a rate war 
between the Postal and Western Union V 

"1 nee no occasion for it. 1 do not 
think the present rates between Portland 
and Sim Francisco, or the East, are ex- 
cessive. It seems to me one dollar for 
ten words to New York, or sixty cents to 
JSa.ii Francisco is reasonable." 

"Hume people seem to think the West- 
ern Union will gobble up the Postal as it 
has thousands of other competitors." 

"Well," replied Mr. Rosonor, "this is 
another absurd idea. The postal is be- 
yond Mr. Gould's reach. He can neither 
buy it out nor freeze it out. The 
'power behind the throne' represents too 
many millions for Jay G., and he is well 
aware of it. The Postal has had to fight 
its way inch by inch, against such formid- 
able opponents as .lay Gould and the 
Northern Pacific railroad company, but it 
haa had the public sympathy, has per- 
sistently pushed its way to completion, 
and its permanence and independence are 
settled facts. " 

Speaking of rates, Mr. Rosoner said 
their rates hud not yet been fixed. It is 
claimed that the stock of the Postal com- 
pany will be capitalized at actual cost of 
construction and equipment, and rates 
made with a view to paying a very low 
interest on cash actually invested. If, as 
is claimed, the Western Union have been 
able to pay dividends on fifty millions of 
stock more than their plant cost at 
present rates, it would seem as though 
there was room for big reduction if inter- 
est on money actually invested would 
satisfy tin- skiekhoidors. 

Thu Postal will dii no more constructing 
for the present. Their only outlet east 
now is over the Canadian Pacific, but Mr. 
Rosener says it will not be long before 
thoy will have another route, possibly 
from San Francisco, or possibly from a 
point near the northern boundary of Cali- 
fornia.

The pro-emptof of any land, however, 
may cut timber on his land for domestic 
or farm purposes., or in clearing, but he 
will have no right to cut any of such tim- 
ber for tho purpose of manufacturing or 
selling it , without first obtaining a license 
and [laying the dues stipulated in the act. 
Any person who shall contravene tho pro- 
visions of the act. shall be liable to be ad- 
judged to pay a penalty of $250, and in 
default of payment to imprisonment for 
three months.

THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE;. 

Proceedings or thu First Session of the Fifth 
Parliament, 

Thursday, March 24. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 11:20 
a. in. 

Prayers were road by the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Cridge. 

AHMRKSS TO HUH MAJESTY. 

The committee app Mui ed to draft an 
address to Her MajesBF 'reported. The 
address was ordered S> be engrossed, 
signed by Mr. Speaker, irtid forwarded to 
the Secretary of state for transmission to 
Her Majesty. 

SUPPLY. I 
House proceeded to tho orders of the 
day. 

On motion that, tho speaker leave tho 
chair for the consideration of the supple- 
mentary estimates in committee of tho 
whole, Mr. Orr said he regretted that the 
government had not soon their way clour 
to place a sum on the estimates to assist 
the settlers of Chilliwhack in dyking their 
lands. If such a flood took place this 
spring as had "occurred in previous 
yeara. the settlers would bo ruined. Tho 
appropriation for tho Jubilee hospital in 
Victoria was uncalled for. Victoria had 
already enough hospitals: Neither did ho 
see the necessity of tho provision made 
for a stipendiary magistrate on Vancouver 
Island, 

Hon. Mr. Robsou said tho honorable 
gentleman need not unnecessarily exorcise 
himself concerning the settlors of Sumas. 
Thu government were so thoroughly alive 
to the situation that an engineer had been 
sent to examine the character of the 
country and, if his report should bo 
favorable, such assistance us might be 
deemed necessary would bo given. Res 
peering tho item for a stipendiary magis- 
trate it was only necessary to state that 
the lines and forfeitures collected by that 
official were sufficient to meet all expenses 
connected with his office so that practical- 
ly he did not cost the government any- 
thing. His services had boon very 
valuable ill tho past and would no doubt 
bo found equally so in the future. 

Mr. Bole objected to the item for a 
jubilee hospital. Victoria had received a 
jail and court house and now it was pro- 
posed to build a hospital on top of them. 
Ho contended that Vancouver island was 
receiving a sum altogether disproportion- 
ate to the amount it contributed to the 
treasury. With thu exception of one item 
in the supplementary estimates they nil 
went to increase the sums already voted 
for Cowichau and Nanaimo districts and 
Vancouver island generally. If the gov- 
ernment had a genuine desire to mark tho 
queen's jubilee year in a fitting manner: 
he did not think it could bo hotter dono 
than by building colonization roads on tho 
mainland. He had no doubt these sums 
yroiild be voted by the supporters of tho 
government who composed a mechanical, 
unreasonable and unthinking majority. 

Mr. Davie on looking over tlie estimates 
loUlid that thu districts of tho mainland 
and elsewhere were all being well served. 
In regard to the jubilee hospital, Victoria 
with the largest population in tho pro- 
vince, ivas naturally the place where such 
an institution as this should bo establish- 
ed. The enterprise would receive at least 
four or live times more assistance in Vic- 
toria than it would in any other part of 
the province, and it would bo for the sick 
and afflicted of all parts of tho country. 
The remarks of the honorable member for 
New Westminster city wore extremely 
sectional. 

Mr. Heaven said if a jubilee hospital 
wore to be erected, Victoria was the 
proper place for it. The best medical at- 
tendance could be received there, and, 
besides, it was a healthy and very de- 
sirable place to live in. This was an im- 
portant consideration in connection witli 
this matter. But, it was not fair that tho 
grant of $20,000 should be made, pro- 
vided that a similar sum were raised by 
the citizens of Victoria. The whole 
province would get tho benetit of it. By 
many years' observation ho had learned 
t hat a large proportion of those who oc- 
eupy the Royal Hospital from time to 
time are from the mainland. Great diili- 
culty bad also been found iii preventing 
the hospital from being crowded by in- 
valids from the Puget Sound country. 
He pointed out that the people of Victoria 
bad been very liberal in subscribing to 
In ispitals, 

Mr. Turner had beep inuoh pleased to 
hear the leader of the opposition's re- 
marks concerning the public hospital. Ho 
also hud been connected with tho hospital 
board for several years, and ho had always 
found that tho largest proportion iu the 
hospital were from the mainland. Men 
who take sick in the country naturally 
gravitate to tho capital, where tho best 
and largest amount of medical and sur- 
gical skill is always to be found. Ho was 
also iu favor of having a school of medi- 
cine and surgery established in connec- 
tion with fhe hospital, There wus po am- 
bition so worthy of encouragement as 
that to become proficient in a science huv- 
ing for its object the relief of tho human 
race. He was sorry that a sectional dis- 
cussion should have arisen over this ques- 
tion, but in view of the desirability of 
Victoria as a health resort, its willingness 
and ability to maintain a charitable insti- 
tution of this kind, he hoped that the 
opposition of the honorable gentlemen 
would be withdrawn, ' and that all would 
unite in making the hospital a credit to 
the province. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said, in reply to Mr. 
Heaven's proposition to strike out tho 
clause which provided that tho grant for 
the hospital should be made on tho condi- 
tion that, St5,(H)0 was raised by tho citi- 
zens, that he considered that this would 
be a good incentive to tho people of Vic- 
toria to work for the hospital. 

Mr. Sendin claimed that tho unfortu- 
nate feeling of sectionalism in tho house 
was due to the action of tho government 
in year after year discriminating against 
the mainland. 

House went into committee, Mr. Tur- 
ner in the chair, 

After passing several items in' th'e sup- 
plementary estimates tho committee re- 
ported progress and asked leave to sit 
again. 

House adjourned at 1:110 p. tu. for one 
hour. 

A FT 15 UN ( )ON SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2:.'i0 p.m. 

The passing of the supplementary esti- 
mates was pi'oofleded wjth jn committee. 

Mr. S tollhouse said when an item for 
Comox came to, bo voted on tho appropria- 
tions for his district were very satisfactory, 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Davie— One reasonable man in the 
oppi isition, 

Mr. Dunsniuir suggested^ respecting the 
jubilee hospital, that thu grant of $20,000 
bo made to the tirsi city which first raises 
tho extra $ir>,000. 

Committee reported and asked leave to 
sit again. 

It was moved by the honorable niinistor 
of linnnco that tho house resolve itself 
into a committee of ways and means on 
Friday next,, 

dOVKHNM UNT'lllLLS. 

1 1 was resolved that tho houso resolve 
itself into committee of tho whole on Fri 
day to consider a bill entitled an act to 
authorize a loan of $1,000,000. 



The government introduced a bill to' 
authorize a grant of land to tho Kootenay 
and Atbabaska railway company. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS BILL. 

The adoption of the report of the com- 
mittee on tho public bcIiooI act amend- 
ment bill being moved, Mr. Beavon mov- 
ed in amendment that clause 1 be struck 
out. Tho clause provided that a candi- 
date for first olass grade A certificate may 
be a graduate of- a British university, who 
has proceeded regularly to his degree, and 
must, satisfy the oxaininurs of his know- 
ledge of the art of teaching and school 
discipline and management. In doing so 
Mr. Boavun explained that his object, was 
to place all teachers on an equal footing. 
He Was not aware that on any occasion 
a degree mail coming to tho province had 
been refused a first class certificate who 
had applied for it. Now, it did not fel- 
low that the possessor of a university odu 
cation was competent to teach, He might 
ho rusty on the sovoral subjects, ho might 
not have tho necessary patience or train- 
ing roquircd to make a good teacher or 
tho faculty of imparting his information 
to others. For some reason or other 
every dogreu man who cainu to tho pro- 
vince obtained a certificate, which was 
manifestly unfair to those who came for- 
ward and showed their qualification for 
the position they sought. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson said this matter had 
been fully discussed already', and he felt 
like apologizing for saying anything fur- 
ther on it. A person entering a univer- 
sity passed a far higher examination than 
he would be required to pass here to ob- 
tain a first-class teacher's certificate. 
After that ho passed four or five years 
and never less than three years in the uni- 
versity before graduating. This was 
surely a sufficient guarantee as to his 
scholastic qualifications, but with all this 
he is required to go before the board of 
examiners for the province, and to satisfy 
them as to his knowledge of tho art of 
teaching. It was absurd to ask him to 
submit to an inferior examination, and 
the amendment was simply interfering 
with a principle which had been found to 
work well in tho province. 

Mr. Semlin would not admit that it 
was a humiliation for a degree man to 
have to submit to an examination for a 
teacher's certificate. If ho wore well qua- 
lified it would bo all the more easy for 
him to obtain what lie competed for. Any 
man who considered it a humiliation to 
pass an examination to enter a profession 
has no right to be admitted to it. There 
was no question but that university men 
did become rusty, and if anyone doubted 
that Statmeilt it was" only necessary for 
him to visit tho high school, where ho 
would realize what he had forgotten. 

Mr. Grant spoke in favor of the amend- 
ment, 

Mr. Higgins would support the amend- 
ment. He had long been a witness of the 
injustice done to those who having striven 
for years to acquire a competency in their 
profession were forced into inferior posi- 
tions when n graduat e chanced to come 
along, no matter how long ago he may 
have received his degree. Look, said he, 
how different the lawyers are looked after. 
No matter how eminent a member of the 
legal profession may have been elsewhere, 
he cannot come to the province and prac- 
tice without remaining a year and passing 
au examination. Ho was satisfied the 
cause of education had no more sincere 
advocate than the provincial secretary but 
on this question lie had to regard him as a 
good man goflfe wrong. 

Tho amendment was sustained on tho 
following division:

Mr. T. Davie moved that the clause in- 
vesting women with the privilege of being 
elected on school boards, be struck out. 
He believed the house had voted for the 
clause partly for a joke knowing that it 
could be reconsidered at a future stage. 

Mr. Turner spoke forcibly in favor of 
retaining the clause. 

Mr. Anderson hod voted for the clause 
at a previous sitting, but. on enquiry in 
his own district he had found that the 
ladies did not regard it favorably. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson was convinced that.it 
would not work well to have women as 
school trustees iu rural districts, though 
the principle might bo a good one for 
cities. 

Mr. Allen pointed out the unfortunate 
effect which it would have on education 
for a man and his wife to get elected on a 
board of three members. 

Mr. Higgins cited incidents which had 
convinced him that one woman at least, 
should be on every school board. 

Mr. Dunsmuir regarded the clause as 
one in tho wrong direction. School boards 
should bo composed of all women or none. 

The amendment was carried on the fol- 
lowing division:
